Hon. W. DPD. Euler, minister of} tion for the celebration of the jubi- 


trade and commerce, announces the 


appointment of the members of the 
national film board which was pro- 
vided for by parliament on May 2, 
1939, and which has now been cre- 
ated by order-in-council. The gen- 
eral purposes of the board are to co- 
ordinate the film activities of the 
Various governmental departments 
“with a view to securing quality, 
economy and efficiency in the produe- 
tion and distribution of government 
films," The main concern of the new 
board will be the organization of a 
central government film distribution 


will be no interference with com- 
mercial film organizations. 

The first duty of the board will be 
the appointment of a government 
film commissioner Who will be the 
chief executive officer of the organ- 
ization. 

In addition to Mr, Euler, as a mem- 
ber of the King’s privy council and 
chairman of the board, Hon. T. A. 
Crerar, minister of mines and re- 
sources, has also been appointed from 
this body. 

The act provides that in addition 
to the two members of the King's 
privy council, three members of the 
civil service and three from outside 
of the civil service shall be appoint- 
ed. The members from the civil ser- 
vice are J. G. Parmelee, O.L.E 
deputy minister of trade and com- 
merce, who for a considerable num- 
ber of years has had supervision over
